The umpire was hustled down the fiehl to
the saloon. Twice the crowd surged for-
ward and engulfed the officers and theknight of tho Indica-

tor, but a Ienderless
mob is aulckly dis-
persed, and each time
the officers brokethrough and finally
gained the doorway of
the saloon, where a
united stand was made.
Graves was hustled

The fact that Graves
escaped as lightly as

he did Is due to the work of
Dcttctives Hayde and O'Hare and Officers
Melton and Hogan. The officers and detec-
tives, were nt the game by chance, having
dropped in a few minutes before the trou-
ble arose. Had there been no police to re-
strain the crowd It Is probable that Graves
would be In a hospital this morning. In
the light of his work. Mr. Graves should
take n little timely advice and retire from
this time on as a league umpire. He shouldceilalnly not tr to umpire another game
In Kansas City. Last evening's episode
should mark his final appearance.
